Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1949. 


The  population  has  increased  very  slightly.  The  Death 
Rate  has  now  been  corrected  by  the  Registrar-General’s  Com- 
parability Factor,  so  that  the  rate  may  be  comparable  with  that 
! for  the  country  as  a whole  (that  is,  as  though  the  ages  and  sexes 
of  the  population  of  the  District  were  in  the  same  proportion  as 
| those  for  the  whole  country). 


The  general  health  has  remained  very  good.  There  has 
I been  continued  freedom  from  epidemic  disease,  though  we  had 
a slightly  increased  occurrence  of  measles  of  a very  mild  type 
in  the  early  months  of  the  year.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this 
disease,  nor  from  any  other  common  epidemic  disease.  It  is  satis- 
factory to  record  that  again  there  were  no  deaths  from  infantile 
diarrhoea  or  enteritis. 

Progress  with  housing  is  slow,  although  building  proceeds 
as  fast  as  permitted.  The  rate  of  new  building  does  not  keep 
pace  with  the  growth  of  the  list  of  applicants  for  new  houses. 
At  the  end  of  1948  there  were  310  on  the  housing  list,  but  despite 
| the  new  building  the  figure  was  365  at  the  end  of  1949.  Housing 
! remains  a major  problem  in  Haslemere,  as  is  general  throughout 
i the  country.

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The  volume  of  work  is  increasing,  and  I am  extremely  grate- 
ful to  the  members  of  the  Council,  and  the  staff,  for  their  con- 
tinued co-operation  and  assistance.

MORTUARIES.

The  Council  maintains  a mortuary  at  Sicklemill.  The  number 
of  bodies  received  during  1949  was  15. 

Use  is  occasionally  made  of  the  Godaiming  mortuary,  but  no 
bodies  from  Haslemere  were  sent  there  during  the  year.  Post- 
mortem facilities  are  available  in  Haslemere  Hospital  by  arrangement 
with  the  Council. 

BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD 

Under  Section  50  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  the  local 
authority  is  responsible  for  securing  the  burial  or  cremation  of  the 
body  of  any  person  who  has  died,  or  has  been  found  dead,  in  their 
area,  where  no  suitable  arrangements  are  mad-e  by  any  other  person. 
No  cases  have  yet  been  dealt  with  under  this  section. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

There  are  two  public  water  supplies  in  the  District — the  Hasle- 
mere  Urban  District  Council  Supply  and  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Com- 
pany. There  is  a small  connection  between  the  two,  arranged  dur- 
ing the  war  for  emergencies. 

Regular  samples  are  taken  for  analysis,  and  copies  of  the  Wey 
Valley  Water  Company’s  analyses  are  exchanged  with  the  Company, 
who  take  samples  from  all  their  sources  very  frequently.  The  analyses 
of  these  and  of  the  Council’s  supply  have  been  without  exception 
satisfactory,  both  of  the  raw  water  from  the  main  source  and  from 
water  in  distribution.  It  has  been  occasionally  necessary  to  use  a 
supplementary  spring,  as  for  example  in  July,  when  water  consump- 
tion rose  to  unprecedented  figures,  and  water  from  this  spring  has 
been  analysed  separately.  It  is  satisfactory,  although  the  quality  is 
at  times  not  quite  so  good  as  the  main  source.  Chlorination  provides 
an  adequate  safeguard.  The  liming  plant  was  brought  into  operation 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  and  should  prove  of  great  benefit  by 
removing  the  slight  acidity  caused  by  dissolved  carbon  dioxide. 

There  was  no  shortage  of  water  during  the  summer,  although  it 
was  one  of  the  driest  on  record,  but  the  public  were  asked  to  be 
sparing  in  the  use  of  water  for  gardens,  car-washing,  etc. 

The  water  supply  to  the  12  properties  in  Whitmore  Vale  was 
considered  again  in  the  early  months  of  the  year.  The  only  water 
supply  there  is  from  shallow  wells  or  from  the  stream  itself,  and  with 
the  exception  of  one  spring  there  is  serious  pollution  in  all.  The  mat- 
ter is  particularly  important  in  the  case  of  the  farm,  at  which  milk 
is  produced.  The  chlorination  arrangements  provided  for  water  used 
in  connection  with  the  milk  production  cannot  be  considered  satisfac- 
tory. 

The  matter  has  been  under  discussion  at  various  times  since 
1935.  In  March  the  Council  agreed  to  ask  the  Wey  Valley  Water 
Company  to  provide  a 3in.  main  extending  as  far  as  Stream  Farm, 
and  guaranteed1  an  annual  return  of  12£  per  cent,  of  the  cost  over  12 
years  under  the  provisions  of  the  Water  Act,  1945.  The  cost  of  lay- 
ing a piped  supply  is  very  high,  and  considerably  over  £1,000,  whilst 
the  return  in  Water  Rates  is  relatively  negligible.  There  is  no  likeli- 
hood of  any  further  development  in  the  locality.  It  is  a great  satis- 
faction that  this  long-standing  menace  to  health  will  at  last  be  re- 
moved, although  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  work  had  not  been  com- 
menced.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


In  spite  of  considerable  overloading,  th-e  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
at  Shottermill  has  continued  to  show  a reasonably  satisfactory 
effluent  at  all  times  throughout  the  year. 

Enlargement  and  improvement  are  urgently  necessary,  and  this 
is  under  consideration  by  the  Council  and  their  land  engineers. 

The  small  sewage  works  at  Grayswood  functioned  satisfactorily, 
the  -effluent  being  maintained  at  the  requisite  standard.  The  other 
small  disposal  works,  at  Eight  Acres  Estate,  experienced  the  usual 
difficulties,  although  no  complaints  were  received  during  1949. 

Hindhead  Sewerage  Scheme. — In  conjunction  with  the  Hamble- 
don  Rural  District  Council,  final  plans  for  the  combined  sewerage 
scheme  to  drain  Hindhead,  Churt,  Frensham  and  Tilford,  have  been 
prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  long-awaited  scheme  is  now  nearing  completion. 

Public  Conveniences  at  Car  Park,  West  Street. — Plans  have  been 
approved  by  the  Council  and  are  awaiting  sanction  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  has  continued  satisfactorily. 

POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS. 

Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  with  the  stream  taking 
effluent  from  the  Shottermill  Sewage  Works.  This  has  been  consider- 
ably improved,  but  can  only  be  adequately  remedied  by  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  to  provide  a more  satisfactory 
effluent  at  all  times. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  service  has  continued  satisfactorily,  the  refuse  tip  being  well 
maintained. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

The  number  of  observations  for  smoke  or  fume  nuisances  made 
during  the  year  was  97.  In  no  case  was  a nuisance  found. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

No  cases  of  infestation  were  reported  to  us  during  the  year. 
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HOUSING 


During  1949,  64  permanent  houses  were  built,  making  92  since 
the  end  of  the  war.  72  more  houses  or  flats  were  occupied. 

The  programme  of  building  is  now  steady  at  50  houses  per  year. 
There  have  been  difficulties  with  labour  and  materials  which  have 
slowed  down  construction.  The  present  policy  is  to  build  more  two- 
bedroom  houses  than  other  types,  as  this  appears  to  be  the  most 
urgent  need.

During  the  y-ear  1949  no  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  in  the 
Haslemere  Urban  District. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

The  percentage  of  children  immunised  in  the  maintained  schools 
is  very  satisfactory.  This  figure  tends  to  fall  slightly  short  of  100 
per  cent,  for  two  reasons:  (1)  A child  is  not  counted  as  immunised 
until  he  has  received  his  second  injection;  and  (2)  although  consent 
is  given  for  immunisation,  the  child  may  be  absent  from  school 
through  illness  on  the  day  the  school  is  visited. 

Children  Under  5 Years  of  Age. — The  immunisation  figure  for 

children  under  5 has  risen  by  over  15  per  cent,  during  the  past  12 
months,  despite  the  suspicion  that  we  are  still  not  receiving  notifi- 
cation of  all  cases  treated  by  private  practitioners. 

HOME  VISITING  OF  PRE  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

The  number  of  children  who  are  immunised  against  diphtheria  in 
their  own  homes  by  appointment  continues  to  increase.  This  service 
is  very  popular,  and  was  started  to  meet  the  needs  of  parents  who 
are  unable  to  visit  their  private  doctors  or  the  Welfare  Centre  for 
various  domestic  reasons.  The  number  of  requests  for  this  service 
reveals  a surprisingly  large  section  of  the  community  for  whom  no 
provision  had  previously  been  made,  and  these  children  would  other- 
wise not  receive  treatment.  The  number  of  children  treated  under 
this  scheme  during  1949  was  as  follows: — 

First  Injections  18 

Second  Injections  23 

Vaccination  against  smallpox  is  performed  at  the  same  time  as 
immunisation  against  diphtheria,  if  this  is  required. 

Schick-testing  in  Schools. — In  order  to  get  a clear  conception  of 
the  state  of  immunity  prevailing  against  diphtheria  amongst  school 
children  in  the  district,  and  to  test  the  efficacy  of  treatment  already 
given,  it  was  decided  to  launch  a Schick-testing  campaign.  This 
proved  a rather  arduous  and  time-consuming  task,  being  spread  over 
the  whole  year,  but  the  results  obtained  were  very  gratifying. 

Children  selected  for  Schick-testing  included  those  who  had  re- 
ceived primary  immunisation  but  were  not  due  to  receive  a reinforc- 
ing dose.  The  time  interval  since  immunisation  was  performed  there- 
fore varied  from  one  to  five  years,  and  the  testing  was  made  to  coin- 
cide as  far  as  possible  with  the  routine  immunisation  visits  to  schools.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF 
SANITARY  INSPECTOR

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Haslemere 
Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  seventeenth  report  on  the 
work  carried  out  by  the  Department. 

During  this  year  there  was  an  interesting  alteration  in  the 
administration  of  milk  supervision,  when  under  new  regulations 
certain  sampling  duties  were  transferred  to  the  County  Autho- 
rity, and  a distinction  was  made  between  dairy  farmers  and  per- 
sons trading  from  premises  other  than  a dairy  farm,  and  also 
between  dairy  farms  and  other  premises  at  which  milk  is 
handled.  The  Ministry  being  responsible  for  the  registration  of 
the  dairy  farmers,  etc.,  and  the  Local  Authority  for  the  regis- 
tration of  milk  distributors,  etc.  It  has  yet  to  be  seen  how  well 
these  new  proposals  will  work. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  while  the  control  of  pasteuris- 
ing establishments  has  been  taken  from  the  Local  Authorities, 
the  Local  Authorities  in  Surrey,  at  least  for  the  time  being,  have 
been  asked,  and  are,  in  fact,  doing  the  work. 

In  the  matter  of  housing,  my  remarks  of  last  year  still  apply 
with  regard  to  general  maintenance  work,  and  we  are  still  limit- 
ing our  requests  for  repairs  to  existing  houses  to  those  of  a seri- 
ous and  essential  nature. 

Being  perturbed  at  the  very  low  material  standard  of  many 
of  the  dwelling  houses  in  the  district,  some  of  which  are  worn 
out  and  beyond  economical  repair,  and  others  fast  approaching 
this  stage,  it  was  decided  that  as  the  routine  inspections  brought 
these  to  light,  the  groups  or  areas  concerned  should  be  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  Council,  not  necessarily  at  this  time  to  for- 
mally declare  such  areas  “ clearance  areas,”  but  to  enable  the 
Council  to  consider  these  conditions  in  relation  to  the  over-all 
problem  of  housing  and  its  place  in  the  general  scheme  of  town 
planning. 

Two  such  areas  have  already  been  laid  before  the  Council 
and  several  others  are  pending. 
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It  is  very  gratifying  to  report  that  the  matter  of  an  ade- 
quate water  supply  to  an  outlying  section  of  the  district,  which 
was  outstanding  at  the  time  of  my  last  report,  has  been  decided 
by  the  Council  with  the  very  happy  decision  that  a main  water 
supply  should  be  provided. 

In  the  very  vexed  realm  of  movable  dwellings  we  have  been 
free  from  any  undue  pressure,  and  there  are  at  the  moment  only 
two  licensed  in  the  district. 

Food  supervision  has  been  actively  administered,  and  I 
think  it  is  reasonable  to  say  that  a very  good  standard  is  main- 
tained throughout  the  district  by  the  shopkeepers  concerned  in 
the  handling  and  sale  of  foodstuffs. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  we  may  have  some  new 
regulations  governing  food  handling. 

For  the  information  of  my  Public  Health  Committee,  a very 
interesting  graph  was  prepared  of  the  activities  of  the  Slaughter- 
house illustrating  the  percentage  condemned  in  the  various  cata- 
gories  over  a period  of  three  months.  The  average  percentage 
being  33.781  per  cent.,  which  compares  very  favourably  with  the 
country  as  a whole,  being  on  the  low  side. 

Post-war  conditions  still  tend  to  retard  the  progress  we 
should  like,  but  it  has  been  an  interesting  year  of  health  work, 
and  the  coming  year  holds  every  promise.

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Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction')  Act,  1911). — The  Surrey  County 
Council  administer  under  the  above  Act,  and  have  a staff  of  opera- 
tors and  all  modern  equipment,  to  deal  with  large  and  small  infesta- 
tions. Contracts  are  entered  into  between  occupiers  and  the  Rodent 
Sections  of  the  Surrey  County  Council.  Poisons  are  supplied  at  cost, 
and  work  is  carried  out  at  cost  when  requested. 

Routine  inspections  are  carried  out  throughout  the  District,  and 
during  the  year  visits  following  30  complaints  covering  all  types  of 
premises  numbered  347,  evidence  of  infestation  being  found  in  22 
cases. 

Complaints. — During  the  year  63  complaints  were  received.  392 
visits  were  made  in  the  investigation  thereof  and  the  necessary 
action  taken. 

Bakehouses. — There  are  six  bakehouses  in  the  District,  and  124 
visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  ensure  that  the  premises  were  kept 
in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Shops. — Under  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is 
responsible  for  ensuring  that  there  is  adequate  ventilation,  warming 
and  sanitary  convenience,  whilst  the  County  Council  controls  other 
accommodation,  hours  of  employment,  etc.  1,267  inspections  were 

made.

Spirit.  From  19  of  these  premises  petrol  is  sold,  while  at  the  other 
18  premises  petrol  is  stored  for  private  use  only.  No  licences  were 
issued  for  the  storage  of  carbide  of  calcium.  103  visits  were  made 

in  all.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  7 cowkeepers  and  6 milk  re- 
tailers in  the  district,  whilst  9 retailers  from  outside  sell  milk  within 
the  district.
